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Lenten Worship 


By VESPER OTTMER WARD 


The peril of Lent is the tendency to overemphasize worship as an individual 
exercise. Worship is an individual act, but it is more; it is a communal experi- 
ence wherein the whole Christian Community celebrates perpetually the self- 
revelation which God made in Jesus Christ and which He keeps on making in 
His Church. The man who worships God in solitude has experienced reality, 
but it is not the same reality as that into which he enters when he worships 
God every Sunday in His Church. Christian worship is more than personal 
self-examination and private communion with God. That form of individual- 
ism which imprisons the whole of the divine treasure in the inner life must 
be outgrown if the Christian Faith is to be dynamic. The richest expression 
of the Christian Faith is found in a public act in which we all share. This 
act is worship at its best. 

The whole body of Christian belief rests upon the concept of the solidarity 
of mankind. In guilt, in forgiveness, in redemption, in growing goodness, in 
service, in sacrifice, in victory over death, we are tied in with one another. The 
Church is the community of this faith. Christian worship is the public cele- 
bration of the divine acts and the great facts upon which the Christian com- 
munity ever nourishes its life. The Church is by nature a worshipping 
community. 

If the existence of the Church means anything at all for her members and 
for mankind its meaning is in her corporate worship. This fact distinguishes 
the Church from all other societies. The other name for the Church is Com- 
munity; and the other name for worship is Communion. Communion is the 
Community, as such, offering itself to God. This offering cannot be made by the 
individual alone; it requires that two or three be gathered together. And if 
there be no such Communal offering there will be no such body as the 
Christian Community. The Church lives in her worship. She cannot live 
Outside her worship or in the neglect of it. Neither can the individual com- 
municant. Whatever the Church is worth to herself and to mankind, corporate 
worship is worth just that. The purpose of Lent is to make this fact clear to 


our people. 
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The Way of Retreat

In recent years, the practice of re- 
ligion through retreat and in Schools 
of Prayer has grown to be a normal 
event in the schedule of progres- 
sive parishes. The deepening and 
strengthening impact is evident 
everywhere that the method is used. 

There ate certain assumptions 
which retard the spread of 
Days of Retreat and Schools of 
Prayer, particularly in this Province. 
One is a feeling on the part of the 
clergy that the work of the conductor 
requires a specialized training and a 
particular temperment. It is true that 
there is a technique of retreat, but the 
techniques are simple. People must 
put up with our various temperments 
in retreats as they do in our preach- 
ing. We are no more apt to be harm- 
ful to souls in the one work than in 
the other. Any priest who keeps an 
orderly life of prayer and who reads 
the Scriptures with thoughtfulness 
daily is well equipped to conduct 
simple and useful retreats. 

The most necessary element of 
technique is that we know what we 
are doing! It is widely realized that 
retreat addresses are not a series of 
short, slow sermons. A retreat is an 
Opportunity to guide a small group 
of souls along the normal spiritual 
path of purgation, illumination, and 


toward union with God. “I saw the 
Lord, high and lifted up, and His 


train filled the temple. . . . Woe is 
me! I am undone, for I am a man of 


unclean lips. ... And an angel 
touched my lips ... and I said, 
‘Here am I. Send me.’” This work is 
accomplished in silence and in the 
relative solitude of a church or chapel, 
with the simple guidance given 
through the addresses. The addresses 
should be bread and butter, the soul’s 
real food, and not sweetness and 
bright sayings. The work of retreat is 
the work of the Holy Ghost, and our 
Lord is the Retreat Master. The prin- 
ciple work of the conductor is to take 
care not to be a distraction. 

The schedule of a Day of Spiritual 
Retreat which can be conducted in the 
smallest places will run something as 
follows: 

9:30 A. M.—Holy Communion, 
followed by short 
instruction on the 
meaning and use of 
silence, and how to 
use notes taken from 
the addresses. 

10:30 A. M.—First Address. 

12:00 Noon—Litany and Address. 

1:00 P. M.—Light luncheon, with 
reading during meal. 

2:00 P.M.—Third Address. 

3:30 P. M.—Fourth Address, fol- 
lowed by Evensong. 

This is a simple first step toward 
more complete retreat. 

Care should be taken that the ma- 
terial of the addresses is relevant to 
the “three-fold way.” The addresses 


may be based on psalms, parables, or

episodes in the life of our Lord, par- 
ticularly in his contact with human 
souls, but the pattern of thought 
found in the masters of retreat and 
the masters of prayer must certainly 
remain intact until many years of ex- 
perience have proven our individuals 
methods more helpful. The greatest 
dangers of the conductor are clever- 
ness, brilliance, originality, and the 
dragging in irrelevant ideas. Illustra- 
tions can be so striking that people re- 
call the picture but do not remember 
the basic truth illustrated. Days of Re- 
treat are not the occasion for helpful 
hints to the Altar Guild, nor for pleas 
for Missions. It must also be empha- 
sized that the work of retreat has not 
been accomplished unless the soul is 
brought to definite action. Some act 
of the will must eventuate as a result 
of the period spent in retreat. This is 
the essential difference between Chris- 
tian and non-Christian meditation: 
the one must result in action, the other 
in quiescence. The closing address 
should be positive in its urge for steps 
to be taken in Christian living. 


The School of Prayer is a class in 
the spiritual life which should take 
place for a definite period of four to 
six weeks, one hour a week, or four or 
. five nights in one week. The content 
of the addresses is practically the same 
as the retreat material, save that they 
are delivered as instruction rather than 
as meditation material, and the atmos- 
phere is that of the class rather than of 
retreat. The purpose is to interest and 
instruct people in the steps that can be 
taken to advance in the spiritual life, 
and the importance of the life of 
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prayer. It is the method most needed 
today in adult Christian education. 
Such small books as ‘Prayer and Wor- 
ship,” by Douglas Steere; “Religious 
Living,” by Georgia Harkness ; “Con- 
cerning the Inner Life,” by Evelyn 
Underhill; or “The Life of Prayer,” 
by the Baron von Hugel, are still of 
great value and make useful courses 
when worked over into instruction 
material. 

Each session of the School of Prayer 
should end with a five minute demon- 
stration of the Sulpician method of 
meditation, as being the simplest and 
most useful for people who are be- 
ginners. A short text from the Bible 
or from familiar prayers of the Prayer 
Book is explored for its impact upon 
the intellect, feeling and will. ‘““What 
does this mean? . .. What does it mean 
to me? .. . What will I do about it?” 


Notes for Retreat 


No matter how experienced the re- 
treatants, every opening address 
should be an instruction on the mean- 
ing of silence and the use of time in 
retreat. 

A. Silence is God’s opportunity as 
He broods over the chaos of our lives. 
Silence is the tool with which he en- 
graves his commandments. All the 
creative work of the world is done in 
the silence of the library or the lab- 
oratory. A few moments of serenity 
will carry us through a life time. 

B. We offer to God the full period 
of retreat as one act of prayer, giving 
to God the time we are actually on our 
knees, the time we are listening to ad-

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The Presiding Bishop’s Book for Lent

REVIVE THY CHURCH, BEGINNING 
WITH ME, by Samuel M. Shoemaker, 
Harper and Brothers, $1.50 ($1.25 in 
lots of ten or more). 

For several reasons one would ex- 
pect the Presiding Bishop’s book for 
Lent, 1948, to be different from pre- 
vious selections, and to make a wider 
appeal than some of those chosen in 
former years. This year’s choice is 
the first to be issued under the direc- 
tion of Bishop Sherrill, who appointed 
a small committee to help him in his 
decision. It comes at a time when the 
Presiding Bishop has written a letter, 
intended for every member of the 
Church, including those who are not 
communicants, asking of each ‘“‘seri- 
ous consideration of the claims of 
Christ and of the Church.” 

Author of the book is the rector of 
one of the liveliest parishes in ““down- 
town” New York. It is a parish in 
which clergy, lay officials and mem- 
bers share actively ‘‘in the vital task of 
witnessing to Christ in these critical 
days.”” Mr. Shoemaker acknowledges 
that the book comes out of his deepest 
convictions and out of the experience 
that lies closest to his own heart. The 
result is a vividly written volume of 
eight chapters, bearing titles: ‘The 
Need and Our Resources,” ““How Peo- 
ple Find God,” “Making Faith Real 
to People,” “Making Faith Work in 
Situations,” “By All Means,” ‘The 
Working ‘Cell’,” “Some Spiritual 
Principles,” ‘“Beginning With Me.” 


For his readers the author aims “to 
make our faith, which is the greatest 
possession we have, more potent in 
our lives, and to enable us to com- 
mend it more effectually to others.” 
He calls it a “how” book. It shows 
how Jesus Christ can become real to 
ourselves, how to start conversations 
that will set others thinking about the 
deeper things of life and religion, how 
to change “the unconverted Church” 
into “the truly converted Church,” 
how to tackle the Christianization of 
relationships and institutions. 

Among many practical suggestions 
and illustrations are the twelve steps 
in the program of “Alcoholics Anony- 
mous,” the procedure of a Roman 
Catholic group called ‘Convert Mak- 


ers of America,” and ten suggestions 


for the conduct of “the working 
cell,” which the author believes is 
““‘perhaps the characteristic instrument 
which God's Holy Spirit is using 
today.” 

Mr. Shoemaker’s book is admirably 
suited to aid and inspire clergymen, 
lay Church workers and every one 
else to respond to the Presiding Bish- 
op’s clarion call to mobilize all our 
spiritual forces and resources in these 
decisive days. Small groups of Church 
people could meet together in one 
another’s homes to discuss its con- 
tents weekly during Lent, with great 
profit to themselves, their friends and 


their parish.

A person leaving China, for 
example, can only take out $50 cash 
so funds must be made available for 
them upon arrival here. 

I should like to share with you some 

experiences in meeting a few 
members of our great mission family. 
These contacts have not only enriched 
my own life but have given me a fuller 
realization of a growing partnership 
between our Church of the East and 
our Church at home for “In Christ 
there is no East or West.” 

My first excursion to pier 44 with 
Canon Reese was in its nature a train- 
ing course and a very liberal educa- 
tion. The early part reminded me very 
much of my first plane trip. Excite- 
ment all around, and then patient, 
watchful waiting as more often than 
not there are delays. The waiting was 
pleasantly interrupted by introduc- 
tions to the many customs officials who 
all welcomed Canon Reese as a famil- 
iar friend. At long last, the “General 
Meigs” was docking and Canon 
Reese left me to locate the six names 
on his list (I had only a pier pass and 
couldn’t go aboard). Among the offi- 
cial greeters were members of the Red 
Cross, Traveller's Aid, several Roman 


: commendation too as their bookkeep- 
a. ing details have been greatly increased 
, because of the necessary handling of 
funds sent them by the National 
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Catholic priests and nuns and a large 
number from the Jewish Welfare 
Agencies. There were no doubt others, 
unmarked by badge or uniform. 

After our was assembled, I 
“learnt the ropes’ of the baggage in- 
spection routine which can prove a 
real headache. My special charges 
were Grace Chen, attractive daughter 
of Bishop Robin Chen of Anking, and 
Dr. Rosalin Wu who didn’t seem old 
enough to be an experienced practic- 
ing physician. Grace was en route to 
the University of Pennsylvania to 
complete her medical studies and Dr. 
Wu had been awarded a two-year fel- 
lowship in cancer research at U. C. 
After their baggage had been passed 
on the young women and I started on 
ahead for the Stewart Hotel where 
they were comfortably settled. 

The next day's plans included both 
business and pleasure. Canon Reese 
had to make the travel arrangements 
for five of the group—details which 
consume much time, patience and en- 
ergy. The pleasures were all mine 
and included driving the party to 
Muir Woods where they registered 
great amazement and enthusiasm, and 
that evening joining with Canon and 
Mrs. Reese for dinner at Bishop 
Block's favorite restaurant in China- 
town. I did not realize the pleasure 
that good Chinese food brings to those 
who have had their meals aboard a 
crowded reconverted troop ship for 
sixteen days. However, I soon learned 
that fact even if I did not master the 

proper handling of chopsticks. 
- The following day I was fortun- 
ately able to find housing for Dr. Wu

close to U. C. Hospital. From the 
last report, she is now quite at home 
in San Francisco. 

These experiences proved to be very 
helpful at the time of Canon Reese's 
vacation. I was able to be of a little 
assistance to the Rev. Charles Shreve 
in his assumption of responsibilities. 
Among the arrivals were two members 
of the faculty of St. John’s University. 
One of them was Professor Cheng 
Yu-Ching, head of St. John’s for 
twenty years. His sabbatical leave is 
being spent at the University of Wis- 
consin and he has sent us such inter- 
esting letters. 

Even though my part in this exten- 
sion of Christian fellowship has been 
such a very small one, if space per- 
mitted, I would like to tell you of 
other personalities I have had the priv- 
ilege of meeting. My activities have, 
by necessity, been curtailed of late and 
I have found consolation in a short 
prayer with which I would like to 
close. 

God bless the Missionaries all over 
the world, and all who help them, for 


‘Jesus Christ's sake. Amen.

Just before blessing the 
building, the Bishop blessed the altar 
and altar rail which used to be in St.

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In his sermon, Bishop Block 
praised the people of St. Alban’s for 
their mighty achievement.

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Paso Robles Rebuilds 


The enlarging and rebuilding of 
St. James’ Church, Paso Robles, be- 
ginning early in January, has been an- 
nounced by the Rev. Leon Harris, 
Rector, and Dr. Robt. I. Peachey, 
Senior Warden. 


According to the revised plan 
which was unanimously adopted at a 
parish meeting held last fall, the old 
Church is being thoroughly renovated 
and enlarged so as to provide approx- 
imately double the former space for 
the congregation. In addition to the 
extension of the nave, the roof is 
being removed and completely rebuilt 
in gothic style, a narthex, bell tower 
and spire are being added at the 
northeast corner of the edifice, and 
the exterior of the entire Church is 
being faced with red brick and white 
stucco, taking the place of the former 
stained shingles. Additional stained 
glass windows are to be obtained, a 
tile floor is to be laid, correct ecclesi- 
astical lighting fixtures will be in- 
stalled, additional furniture is to be 
built and existing furniture will be 
refinished, and a new heating plant, 
adequate to the greater needs, will be 
purchased. The result is to be a 
church edifice which will be much 
larger so as to relieve the extreme 


congestion which has inconvenienced 


the congregation during the past year. 
In addition it will be one of the most 


beautiful churches on the coast. 
Upon termination of this project, 
attention is to be directed toward en- 
largement of the Sunday School fa- 
cilities. The Sunday School has 
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grown in less than three years from 
a membership of 17 to 135, and the 
existing facilities ‘ace badly crowded.

dresses, or reading, or our minds are 
wandering. The whole retreat is one _ 
act of prayer, not a seties of ‘broken 
prayers and meditation> We set our- 
selves some definite task to occupy the 
times between; read the first Epistle 
of St. John, or the Epistie to the Colos- 
sians, or the Gospel of St. Mark. 
There should be a table of books on 
the spiritual life available, and we 
should browse among them until we 
find something helpful. Never read 
dreary books of devotion, or things 
that make us feel dull. We should find 
the particular book that fits us at the 
time. After each address we should 
write out fully the best notes we can 
of things we want to remember. These 
notes should be meditation material 
for the days to come, as we learn to put 
into action in our lives the graces our 
Lord has given us in His retreat.

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Book Notes

Edited by RANDOLPH CRUMP MILLER 


A History OF CHRISTIAN 
THOUGHT, VOLUME I, by J. L. Neve 
(Muhlenberg Press, $3.50), is pro- 
bably the first all-inclusive treatment 
of the field since George Park Fish- 
er’s HistoRY OF DOCTRINE (1886) 
and Dr. McGiffert’s History OF 
CHRISTIAN THOUGHT (1932). The 
book is well-arranged, with extensive 
bibliographies at the beginning of 
each section. The book well merits 
becoming a standard text-book for 
the study of this field, for its brief 
treatment of each main doctrinal de- 
velopment in Christian history gives 
the gist of the issue to the beginning 
student in theology; and the exten- 
sive readings suggested can serve to 
meet the needs of the student who 
wishes to delve deeper and further 
into any particular doctrine. (Charles 
Whiston.) 


Volume II of A History oF 
CHRISTIAN THOUGHT, by O. W. 
Heick and J. L. Neve (Muhlenberg 
Press, $3.50), deals with the period 
from the Reformation to the present 
day and is almost the only volume of 
its kind. It begins with Calixtus, and 
then covers the Armenians, “Inner 
Light” groups, English deists, French 
naturalists, German rationalists, Uni- 
tarians, Kant, Schleiermacher, Hegel, 


the Confessional theology, the Ritsch- 
lians, Barthian theology, neo-Luther- 
anism, the Lundensians, the develop- 
ment of theology in Great Britain, 
and a final seven chapters on theologi- 
cal thought in America. It is re- 
matkably comprehensive; it is also 
one-sided, for every theologian is pre- 
sented in the light of what Luther 
would think. (R. C. M.) 


There are various methods of ap- 
proach to the life, work and influ- 
ence of Jesus such as the historical, 
philosophical and theological. Fritz 
Kunkel, in CREATION CONTINUES 
(Scribners, $3), believes there is 
much new light to be had on the 
subject through the psychological ap- 
proach by probing the impact of Jesus 
on life, not only on his disciples but 
on the modern man. The gospel 
which best serves his purpose is 
Matthew's, which he finds a magnifi- 
cent record of the inner experiences 
of the early Christians, setting forth 
step by step the reactions of these di- 
sciples to the gospel. It makes inter- 
esting and profitable reading (Henry 
H. Shires.) 

C. H. Dodd has written the latest 
volume in the Moffatt New Testa- 
ment Commentary series on THE 
JOHANNINE EPISTLES (Harpers, 
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$2.75). Clergy and laity alike can 
benefit much from a careful study of 
this book. The treatment is so rich in 
historical data that this too-little- 
known epistle group becomes vivid 
and alive. Probably no book in the 
New Testament deals so centrally 
with the Christian doctrine of divine 
love (agape) than does this first 
epistle, and Dr. Dodd has dealt care- 
fully and persuasively with this mat- 
ter. (Charles F. Whiston.) 
William E. Park, president of the 
Northfield Schools, is a fine preacher 
to both young people and adults, and 
his latest book of sermons, THE 
QUEST FOR INNER PEACE (Macmil- 
lan, $2.50), like his NARROW Is THE 
Way, is certain to appeal to many in 
both groups. Dr. Park draws many 
of his illustrations from great litera- 
ture, especially Dickens, and others 
are pointed at the actual experiences 
of his hearers. It is dynamic, capti- 
vating, and Christian preaching. In 
ome commencement address, he 
quotes from Henry Adams: “After 
all, man knows very little, and may 
some day learn enough of his own 
ignorance to fall down and pray.” 


Jesus: WHAT MANNER OF MAN, 
by Henry J. Cadbury (Macmillan, 
$2.25), is a splendid job of analyzing 
the teachings of Jesus. Dr. Cadbury’s 
approach is new. He has deliberately 
chosen to follow the less familiar and 
less travelled roads. He has devoted 
the study to “how Jesus thought rather 
than what he thought.”” The book is 
written as an answer to several of the 
questions which are asked concerning 
Jesus in the Gospels: Whence this 
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wisdom? Why speakest thou in para- 
bles? By what authority? While it 
must be remembered that the Biblical 
account of the life of Jesus has many 
gaps, which a modern biographer 
would have to fill, we are reminded by 
Dr. Cadbury that these omissions are 
not as serious as many have claimed. 
Particularly of value is the reminder 
that Jesus was using contemporary 
Jewish thought forms and teaching 
methods. These teachings are then 
shown in their universal applicability, 
and with a meaning for the present 
day. (James L. Jones, Jr.) 

Some books about Jesus give un- 
satisfying answers, interpreting him 
out of context of the main traditions 
of the Christian religion. Such a book 
is R. W. Stewart’s AN INTRODUCTION 
TO JESUS FOR THE TWENTIETH CEN- 
TURY (Macmillan, $1.75), which says 
in effect: You were a good man and a 
teacher of ethics, who unfortunately 
ran afoul of the existing vested in- 
terests, and were hastened to an un- 
willing and tragic death: you made 
an impression on certain followers, 
namely Stephen and ‘Paul, enabling 
them to salvage some of your teach- 
ings which unfortunately have been 
contaminated by theological specula- 
tions. The author suggests that the 
dialectic of Hegel is the only true 
philosophy of history, and in this light 
Jesus was a worthy predecessor of Karl 
Marx. (J.L.]., Jr.) 

For seventy-seven years, the great- 
est preachers in the world have been 
giving Beecher Lectures on preaching 
at Yale. In THE HEART OF THE YALB 
LecTuRES, by Batsell Barrett Baxter 
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(Macmillan, $2.50), the distilled es- 
sence of these lectures is provided 
with a running commentary on the art 
of preaching. The great series on con- 
tent are ignored, but here can be 
found the best advice of the finest men 
of the pulpit concerning the difficult 
art: mediating God to men through 
the pulpit by means of personality. 
Those who knew Joseph Fletcher 
will recognize that the book he has 
edited, CHRISTIANITY AND PROPERTY 
(Westminster, $2.50), is full of dyna- 
mite. It is dedicated to Vida Scudder, 
and this provides an additional fuse. 
The writers include Bishop Emrich, 
whose reputation is built on his sound 
and radical Christian interpretation 
of society; Frederic Hastings Smyth, 
who combines an ultra-Catholic litur- 
gical system with a Marxist view of 
society; Charles L. Taylor, Jr., the 
popular and liberal dean of the Epis- 
copal Theological School; Edward R. 
Hardy, Jr., the expert historian from 
Berkeley Divinity School; Charles 
Duell Kean, the energetic follower of 
Kierkegaard and Niebuhr; Paul L. 
Lehmann, the only non-Episcopalian 
in the group; Miss Scudder and Dr. 
Fletcher. This is a sound, scholarly, 
atid penetrating book, the first to come 
from this school of Anglican thought 


_ which is likely to be widely read, and 


it has information not otherwise avail- 
able even in many volumes. It is by all 
means essential reading. (R.C.M.) 


EpiscopaLians Unrre! Edited by 
Theodore Ferris (Morehouse-Gor- 
ham,;:$2:50}, will be off the press by 


the time this coliimn, is in print. It in- 
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cludes the papers of the 1947 Church 
Congress, including as contributors 
Randolph Miller, Charles Lowry, 
Bishop Conkling, Bishop Kinsolving, 
Bishop DeWolfe, and Dean John W. 
Suter. 


Christians are becoming more 
aware of the fact that they must live 
in a world which includes not only 
Moslems and Hindus and the various 
other religions but also Marxism. 
THE CHRISTIAN SIGNIFICANCE OF 
KARL Marx, by Alexander Miller 
(Macmillan, $1.75), telis us what 
Marxism is, and then lists some criti- 
cisms by Max Eastman, Arthur Koest- 
ler, and John Macmurray. From this, 
he proceeds to a summary of classical 
Protestant Christianity in terms of 
faith and political action. In so far 
as the Christian is a political realist, 
he must take seriously the Marxist 
diagnosis of the ills of capitalism even 
though he would reject the Marxist 
cure. There is no specifically ‘‘chris- 
tian’”’ political action, but as Chris- 
tians we must act politically along 
with humanists, secularists, and Com- 
munists. What Christianity provides 
is a life grounded in heaven, and 
thus he sees the whole world in its 
kinship to Christ. He thus owes loy- 
alty both to Church and State, and 
this is a constant source of irritation 
to those who see this world as the 
total arena of human destiny. In the 
midst of muddy thinking, the clear 
stream of this Christian minister's 
thought should deepen our insights 
into the recurrent dilemmas of achiev- 
ing a just society. (R. C. M.)
